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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action for serial number 09/942294, entitled Swivel Joint 
Apparatus and Method for Utility Supply to a Rotatable Building, filed on August 29, 
2001. 

Election/Restrictions 

A telephone call was made to Ms. Katherine Proctor, Reg. No. 31,468 on 
12/24/03 to request an oral election to the restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1-15, drawn to a swivel joints apparatus, classified in class 137, 
subclass 500. 

II. Claim 16-26, drawn to a rotatable building structure, classified in class 52, 
subclass 65. 

III. Claim 27-31, drawn to a method of rotatably connecting fixed utility lines 
beneath a rotatable building, classified in class 52, subclass 745.15. 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as, this particular swivel joint apparatus does not have to be installed into a rotatable 
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building structure, for example, the joint can be placed within a piece of equipment or 
machinery in order to perform the same function of rotating a portion in accordance to a 
fixed portion. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the product does not have to be connected using the method of 
rotatably connecting fixed utility lines beneath a rotatable building, for example the 
building does not have to be installed by connecting utility lines in a fixed base to inlet 
ports in the casing, the utility lines could be connected to the rotatably structure at a 
different point and not necessarily to the ports beneath of the building. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
